Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant states on page 15, 1rst paragraph 
that Hanson fails to suggest receiving a completed voice message transmitted from a first terminal. 
The Examiner respecfully disagrees. 

Because Hanson (column 2, lines 37-53) stated that the calling party records the message and after the recording the voicemail system 
queries the caller whether urgent delivery was desired. The xaminer interprets the disclosure as the voice message is completed before 
transmitting to the called party. 

The Applicant stated on page 22, 3rd paragraph that Baker fails to disclose the calling party has no capability of storing a short voice 
message. 

The Examiner respecfully disagrees. 

Because Baker (column 3, lines 17-19) teaches a subscriber short voice messages stored on the server, the Examiner interprets the 
subscriber as the user claimed. 

The Applicant stated on page 28, 1rst paragraph that Baker fails to mention anything about presentities, watchers and wathers user agent. 
The Examiner respecfully disagrees. 

Because Baker (column 3, lines 17-24) teaches about the short message center forwards the short message for the subsciber to a mobile 
switch center, the Examiner interprets the short message center as the watcher user agent and forwarding the short message as an short 
voice message presentity. 
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
